On the 11th October 1968, information was received at the 
Gohad Police Station in Bhind District that three members 
of the gang of dacoit Moharsingh were hiding in the fields 
adjoining village Agnupura with the object of kidnapping the 
son of a well-to-do man. A posse of police immediately set 
out to find the gang. One Police party consisting of 
Constable Jagdish Singh, a Head Constable and another 
Constable moved into the the fields where die dacoitu were 
hiding. The dacoits took to their heels and Shri Jagdish 
Singh started chasing them. The other members of the 
Police party were left behind but Shri Jagdish Singh con- 
tinued to pursue the dacoits all alone through standing jowar 
crc^s and a river bed for six miles. From time to time the 
dacoits fired on Shri Jagdish Singh but this! did not deter him. 
Eventually he saw one of the dacoits in" a sugarcane field and 
shot him but he himself was shot dead by the other dacoits 
who were hiding nearby. 

Shri Jagdish Singh showed outstanding Initiative and cons- 
picuous courago and devotion to duty. 

This award is made for galantry under rule 4(i) of the 
rules governing the award of the President's Police and Fire 
Services Medal and consequently carries with it the special 
allowance admissible under rule 5, with effect from the 11th 
October, 1968.

He had escaped from 
a Sub-Jail. At about 9.00 P.M, on the 20th January 1969, 
Shri Bhiki Lai, Sub-Inspector of Police, who was posted at 
Mandawar Post Station, received information that Ram 
Narain with four accomplices was in a ‘dhani’ near village 
Beroi and was planning to commit a dacoity in another 
village. As it was not possible to obtain police reinforce- 
ments at that late hour, Shri Bhiki Lai set out at once with a 
fore© of six policemen who were available at Police Post 
On reaching the 4 dhani' he positioned hjs men at different 
places and himself approached the entrance of the hut where 
the dacoits were hiding. He called on the dacoits at the 
point of his revolver to surrender. The dacoits were com- 
pletely taken aback by the courageous action of the Sub- 
Inspector and ran for their weapons. Shri Bhiki Lai threw 
himself on dacoit Ram Narain and overpowered him and 


dispossessed him of his weapon, but another dacoit shot at 
Shri Bhiki Lai and killed him. The other members of the 
Police party, however, prevented Ram Narain from escaping. 

Shri Bhiki Lai showed conspicuous bravery and initiative 
in dealing with a notorious dacoit

A column of the Border Security Force waa sent 
to intercept the hostiles with Head-Constable Awadh Bihari 
Singh as Second-in-Command. At about 0700 hours on the 
24th June, 1968, the scout of the Border Security Force 
column noticed a villager followed by two persons coming 
towards him. The scout challenged these persons who fired 
at tho scout They were presumably scouts of the hostile 
gang and ran back to join the gang. At this juncture, Shri 
Awadh Bihari Singh was asked by the Column Commander 
to make a detour from the nearby hillock and attack tho 

S ang with a part of the force from the flank and cut off 
leir retreat While he was leading his force to the hill, the 
enemy fired and a bullet pierced through his headgear. Shri 
Atwadh Bihari Singh was not unnerved and shot down his 
assailant Then he led a charge on the hostiles, who fled 
away in nearby jungles leaving behind their dead and arms 
and ammunition. 

The success of the encounter was doc to the gallantry, 
leadership and tenacity shown by Head-Constable Awadh 
Bihari Singh.

Information was received 
by him on 13th April, 1968, that a gang of armed hostiles 
was forcibly collecting rations, cash and cattle in tho neigh- 
bouring villages, Shn Dewan Singh proceeded to the affect- 
ed villages with a column of 25 men on the night of 13th 
April, 1968. On reaching village Nungtak he was informed 
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that the hostiles had left that place. Shri Dcwan Singh 
ceaselessly pursued the hostiles from village to village and 
ultimately found them camping in the fields near village 
Bongli. He reconnoitred the area and evolved a skilful 
plan of attack on the hostiles. After deploying the members 
of his force, he himself advanced towards the camp. The 
hofililes opened fire and a severe encounter ensured between 
the hostiles and the Security Forces. The encounter continued 
for half an hour but the position remained indecisive. Sub- 
Inspector Dcwan Singh then charged the enemy positions. 
One hostile was killed and six were captured. Some arms 
and ammunition were also captured. None of the hostiles 
escaped. 

In the encounter, Sub-Inspector Dewan Singh exhibited 
devotion to duty in the ceaseless pursuit of the hostiles and 
displayed conspicuous gallantry in charging the hostile posi- 
tion.
